Photographing Home Made 
Hollywood Miniature ‘Sets’ 
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This was not photographed in the wildergess but on a table top in the 
home of an amateur photographer. "The “lake” is a mirror. 


AS ALMOST every motion: Dic- | 


ture gosr knows, the Hollywood | 
studios are continually: fooling us 
these days with scenes photo- 
graphed in miniature, such as a yil 
lage street; a castle in Spain, a 
rural winter snow scene, a ship at 
sea, an airplane wreck and what not 
else. So cleverly are these miniature 
“sets” designed and photographed 
that in the picture their lack of re- 
ality defies detection, and when we 
are let in on the secret, we do not 
mind at all. Indeed we admire the 


achievement. 
Haye you ever tried creating 
miniature scenes yourself and 


photographing them. with your 


own camera? It’s fun. Depending’ 


upon your skill, artistic ability and 
the materials you employ, you may 
construct and photograph miniature 
sets in your own home that will 
rival the semblance’ of reality 
achieved in Hollywood; or, if you 
prefer, you may create scenes of 
fantasy, comedy or burlesque to 
compare with a “shot” in an animat- 
ed cartoon. 

For a “still” camera, this is really 
nothing else than table-top photog- 
raphy, such as has long been prac- 
ticed by amateurs, but which now 
is photographically much easier for 
the amateur than it used to be, be- 
cause of the’recent introduction for 
home use of more powerful artificial 
lighting. At least for table-top pho- 


Constructing one of these sets re- 


quires, of course,.a certain amount 
of time and patience, with the ‘ex- 
pense depending upon the materials 
you put into it. 
scenes may be created, however, 
without introducing elaborate de- 
tails. Here are a few suggestions 
for the materials: 

White or. light 
makes “sky”; a mirror makes a 
lake; twigs'and sinall plants make 
trees and hedges; moss serves for 
grass; chalk, salt or flour for snow; 
toy automobiles, trains, boats, air- 
planes, houses, human and animal 
figures may be obtained at the five- 
and-dime store. If you are handy 
with tools, you'can fashion various 
“props” yourself, using soft wood, 
or you can use plastic modeling 
materials. 

A few points relative to the pho- 
tography: 

Working at close range, the depth 
of field of the lens is not likely to 
be great, so, in building your set, 
keep the elements within as shorta 
distance, front to back, as possible. 
You get the best effects by using 
the lens at a small opening. Better 
make about three “shots” of a set-

PROS AND CONS 


Thanks to more powerful artificial home lighting, owners of inexpensive 
slow lens cameras can. now make snapshots indoors at night. 


RE you missing the fun of in- 
door snapshooting at night? 
Maybe because you have an in- 
expensive camera, suclf as the box, 
fixed-focus type, you think that in- 
door picture-taking at night is not 
for you. Perhaps you still suppose _ 
that without an f.6.3 lens or faster, 
you have little chance for succeed- 
ing, except by making time ex- 
posures. Be happy that such is the 
case no longer. There is now avail- 
. able, for indoor instantaneous ex- 
posures in your ‘home at night, 
@ new and more powerful photo- 
graphic flood light bulb (No. 2), and 
with two or three of these in your 
floor lamps, backed by inexpensive 
cardboard reflectors and with a roll 
of the fast supersensitive panchro- 
- matic film behind your lens, snap- 
shots at night can be made even 
with the slower single lens cameras. 
The initial investment in these new 
bulbs, is. higher, but. on. the.other 
hand, they last three times as long. 
So, now that practically every- 
body can be in on the fun, consider 
the precious subjects’ that these 
more powerful lights permit a sim-. 
ple box camera to photograph—the 
children at their evening games or 


this, however, care should be taken 
to obtain the right balance of light. 
Remember that usually you get a 
better ‘picture with more illumina- 
tion on one side of the subject than 
on the other, Either two flood iignt 
bulbs should be used or one side 
and one on the other. ur, if only two 
are used, one shoul/. be placed closer 
to the subject thea the other. 

The light nesrest the subject is 
the main lig’st—the one which pro- 
duces the nigh lights and shadows 
necessa:y for proper modeling of 
featvres. The other is used to bal- 
ance the lighting—to illuminate 
features so that they will not be too 
dark. If this light is placed too close, 
faces will appear flat and lacking in 
roundness, On the other hand, if it 
is too far away, shadows on the side 
away from the main light will be too 
dark and the Hghting will be harsh. 

Suppose. that you have placed a 
bulb in each of two bridge-type 
Jamps with the shades replaced by 
the cardboard. reflectors.

From August Fifth 

The Hudson Bay route to Church- 
ill, Man., will be opened Aug. 5 this 
year ' compared with Aug. 10 last 
year. The closing date without sur- 
charge on insurance will be extended 
from Oct. 7 to Oct. 10. This was 
indicated in a reply tabled in the 
house to a question asked by W. A. 
Tucker (Lib., Rosthern). 

The opening date will be subject 
to provision that no vessel may pass 
Cape Chidley between Aug. 5 and 
Aug. 10 until advised by patrol ship 
N. B, McLean that it is safe to do so 
Vessels may use the route between 
Oct, 11 and 15 by paying a 25 per 
cent. Insurance surcharge.

“Coronation Broadcast 


Not Merely The 1 Empire, But The 
Whole World Will Listen In 

Not merely the empire but the 
world will listen to the coronation 
ceremonies May 12 inside and out- 
side Westminster Abbey. This, the 
first: coronation to be broadcast, will 
reach out in English and foreign 
tongues from a battery of 50 micto- 
phones. 

The earl marshal is considering the 
feasibility of setting ‘up television 
machinery in the abbey for the 
actual crowning. In any event Sir 
Stephen’ Tallents, of the British 
Broadcasting commission, hopes. and 
expects. the outside processions: will 
be caught on: the wireless screen in 
their full panoply. es 

King George VI. will likely con- 
clude the momentous day with a per- 


| sonal message to his subjects. Thi» 


will probably be delivered at 8:00 
p.m., G.M.T. (1 p.m., M.S8.T.). 

Twenty microphones will be estab- 
lished in the abbey itself so every 
audible, detail of the service will be 
caught. Along the route microphones 
will be posted at strategic points 
and trained observers will describe 
the passing scene. 

The coronation day broadcast will 
probably start about 10:15 am, 
G.M.T. (the procession times arg 
estimated on the basis of precedent) 
when the procession begins from 
Buckingham palace to the abbey. 
And the abbey broadcast is likely to 
last from 11:15 a.m. until, 2:15 p.m. 

Immediately following the service 
there may be a break until the’ re- 
turn procession begins at about 8 
p.m., but this lapse is not definitely 
settled yet. The return procession 
will be covered with even greater 
thoroughness, the scenes at Tralfal- 
gar Square, St. James’s palace and 
Oxford-Circus to be given special at- 
tention. 

The evening's schedule includes a 
program at 6:80 p.m. entitled “The 
Empire's Homage,” which will link 
up as many parts of the empire as 
possible and which will be featured 
by individual messages of loyalty 
from each dominion and colony. This 
will conclude with a greeting from 
the United Kingdom spokesman, per- 
haps Prime Minister Baldwin. And 
then His Majesty will probably 
speak.

Another speaker warned the diners 
that, to-day, there were more Japa- 
nese fishermen, with military train- 
ing, off the coast of North Australia, 
than there were white men.—<Aus- 
tralian Press Bureau.
